SHOT BY A SHELL THAT “HUNG FIRE.” 


James Kennedy Victim of a Painfal;: 


Sequel to a Row in Building 
Trades Councti Hall. 

As the indirect result of a rough and tum- 
ble fight at a labor meeting in the Building 
Trades Council Hall, 185 Washington street, 
last night James Kennedy, Business Agent 
of the Plumbers’ union, was accidentally 
shot through the hand with a revolver, in- 
flicting a painful wound. 

During the meeting a fight was started 
between union and non-union men and one 
of the disputants drew a revolver. He 
pulled the trigger three times, but the pis- 
to! refused to go off. He was overpowered 
and thrown out of the hall by half a dozen 
stalwart members of the Steamfitters’ 
union. 

The row started in one of the small of- 
fices on the second floor; but in less. than 


a2 minute the main hallway and the Secre-: 


tary’s office were filled with *‘ husky "’ men, 
all willing to take a hand in the trouble. 
No one seems to Know how the fight start- 
ed, and no seemed to care after the first 
blow was struck. 

I’riends and foes were mixed indiscrimi- 
nately in the mé@iée, and when the fracas 
was over the interior of the main office 
and the telephone box in the corner looked 
as if a cyclone or an earthquake had tried 
to take up permanent quarters. 

After the man who “ pulled the gun ” had 
been disposed of and order had been re- 
stored the revolver was turned over to Mr. 
Ixennedy, who carried it to his office on the 
same floor, intending to place it under ‘ock 
and key in his desk. 

AS a precautionary measure he removed 
the cylinder and placed it on the top of the 
desk. He was examining the remainder of 
the revolver, which he held in his hand, 
when one of the shells in the cylinder ex- 
ploded. The ball shattered one of his fin- 
gers and passed close to his head. The 
only explanation offered is that the shell 
*‘ hung fire’ for several minutes after it re- 
fused to explode during the fight.

New York, June 3.—(Special.J—For two 
hours this afternoon five telegraph instru- 
ments ticked off a private message of over 
10,000 words from Louisville to New York 
capitalists, a message said to concern a 
proposition to corner two-thirds of the 
whisky in the United States in order to con- 
trol the output, raise prices, and make mil- 
lions breed other millions. There is in con- 
templation the formation of a pool of $50,- 
000,000 to buy up 80,000,000 gallons of bour- 
bon whisky, now in Kentucky, held in bond- 
ed warehouses in that State. Outside of this 
the only available supply consists of 60,- 
0v0,000 gallons of rye whisky distilled in

Enraged Crowd Tries te Get at a Negro

Urbana, O., June 4-8 a m.—[{Special.]— 
The climax to the ‘public indignation fol- 
lowing the ‘ Click’. Mitchell assault cul- 
minated at 2:30 this morning when the mil- 
itia guarding the jail in which Mitchell was 
confined opened fire on the crowd surround- 
ing it, and shot twenty rounds. 

The volley resulted In Harry Bell of this 
city being shot through the head and killed 
instantly. A young man named Hagins 
was shot through.the body and _ killed 
instantly. Dennis Graney of Urbana was 
shot in the right foot. Dr. Charles Thomp- 
son of North Lewisburg received a siight 
wound on the forehead. Wesley Bowen of 
Cabie was shot in the hip, and wounded 
seriously. Ray Dickinson, lHving near the 
city, was shot in the shoulder. Ray Mc-

was standing in the street, received a slight 
wound in the face. John Bank was shot in 
the foot. 


Thousand Persons Congregated. 


When the shooting occurred a crowd of a | 


thousand people stood congregated around 
the jail. It had been rumored that an at- 
tempt would be made to take Mitchel from 
jail and hang him. The crowd was more 
boisterous than at any time since the pris- 
oner had been confined in the jail. The peo- 
ple were howling for the prisoner and seemed 
more determined than ever to secure him. 
They had crowded into the jail yard and 
toward the jail. Captain George W. Leon- 
ard, in command of the militia, addressed the 
crowd and gave it three minutes to disperse. 
There was a general rush from the jailyard, 
but the crowd again returned. 

The noise had subsided, the demonstration 
was leas pronounced. Fully a half hour had 
elapsed from the time the order was given 
when the roaring of musketry was heard. 
Volley after volley was fired, until as many 
as twenty shots had been fired into the 
crowd. There was a general panic for a 
while, and the dead and wounded were car- 
ried in every direction in search of doctors’ 
offices. Dr. Robert Henderson, Dr. ‘H. M. 
Pearce, Dr. J. C. Burcher, and Dr. Havens 
were all called into service, their offices look- 
ing like regular hospitals. 

Peo le Greatly Excited. 

The trouble had been looked for all night, 
and it was feared that the militia would go 
too far and fire into the crowd. The affair 
has greatly embittered the feeling already 
existing. The streets are crowded, and the 
most intense excitement prevails. There 
may be another confiict. 

Another victim of the shooting has just 
been reported, Ralph MeComb of this city, 
being shot in the arm. 

“Click "' Mitchell, the object of the mob’s 
attack, is a negro and wus accused of as- 
sauiting Mrs. Gaumer. He was sentenced 
last night to the penitentiary for twenty 
years. This fact greatly incensed the peo- 
ple, who thought he should have been given 
the death sentence. 

When it was learned that the Sheriff had 
been ordered to take him to Columbus there 
was a renewed outbreak of feeling, and the 
mob demanded the prisoner. The jail was 
strongly guarded by militia, and the Sheriff 
felt secure so long as he did not attempt to 
take his prisoner away. He was mistaken, 
however, as the crowd at half-past 1 began 
the advance on the jail.

GOES TO THIRD READING., 


Will Be Passed and Sent: to the: 
House Today. © 


BAD AS THE OLD MEASURES, 


All Changes in People’s Interests Are. 
Voted Down. 


BILL AS AMENDED IS DENOUNCED, 


Springfield, 1ll., June 3.—[Special. ]—After 
a stormy session of three or four hours the 
Senate advanced the Allen bill to third read- ' 
ing and made it a special order for tomor- ° 
row morning at 10 o'clock. lt was amended 
in accordance with the suggestions of tho 
Senate Committee on Corporations. Its. 
enemies made numerous efforts to change it 
in many particulars, but they were unable 
te do anything withit. The bill gained some 
votes over the original Humphrey meas-’ 
ures, but by what process’of reasoning this 
result was accomplished must be left tu- 
the inference of the ggnéral public. 

The debate over the bill was curious and 
hot. But every man who favored the Allen : 
bill as amended was as carefully rehearsed 
as a member of the ballet in comic opera. ° 
He knew his part, and he knew it to perfec- 
They sat on the stage or in the wings 
awaiting the cue from the balletmasters, 
Crawford and Berry. These two loomed up 
resplendent, and the amazonian march, if- 
it may be so termed, moved along in re- 
sponse tto their commands. The bill will’ 
get through the Senate tomorrow with about 
#2 votes in its favor. It is set down as a 
special order for 10 o'clock. Its. printing 
and enrollment and engrossmeént have been 
expedited and nothing will transpire tomor- 
row to retard its progress. 


Speechmaking All Done. er 
All the speechmakers got in their work to« 
day, so nothing in the way of oratory may 
be expected tomorrow beyoné a lot of pro- 
tests. When it gets to the House theré will 
be a battle. Mayor Harrison is here doing 
the best he can to kill the bill.

of its gross earings annually. 

Senator Fort offered an amendment, which 
was tabled, providing that the time and 
place of presenting petitions for a franchise 
shall be published at least thirty days in 
a daily paper instead of ten days. 

Senator Munroe offered the following 
amendment, which was tabled: Providing 
that in cities of 200,000 inhabitants or more 
no new franchise or existing franchise shall 
be granted or extended without including 
the terms and rate of compensation to be 
paid to the municipality for the use of its 
streets, and that the rate of fare shall be 
named in the proposition, which shall first 
be submitted to a vote of the people. 

Senator Warder’s amendments were also 
tabled, providing that franchises may be 
extended for thirty-five years and fixing 
the rate of compensation for the first ten 
years at 10 per cent of the gross earings, 
for the succeeding ten years at 5 per cent, 
and at 7 per cent for the remaining period 
of fifteen years; that corporate authorities 
shall grant such franchises or extensions 
to any company which shall offer and pay 
the highest per cent annually of gross earn- 
ings thereafter, and in case any company 
to whom an ordinance granting a franchise 
is now in force, and who is now operating 
a street railway thereunder, shall neglect 
or fail to secure an extension of such fran- 
chise the corporation securing the same 
shall pay a just and reasonable compensa- 
tion to the company so operating such street 

‘railway whose franchises shall have ex- 
pired, for all property necessarily taken, 
the same to be determined by arbitration. 


Petition for Allen Bill. 


Senator Crawford obtained the floor and 
said that his attention had been called toa 
petition from a number of the best citizens 
in Chicago asking for the passage of the 
Allen bill.

Vote no!"’ and it looked for a 
time as if party lines were going to be strict- 
ly drawn, but there was an eruption among 
the Cook County Democrats, instigated some 
days ago by Roger Sullivan and Thomas 
Gahan, who are down here working for the 
gas bills.” These gentlemen got into an ar- 
gument on this bill in the rotunda of the Le- 
land Hotel with George Miller, and they said

primaries as the Republicans. ' 
Henry Hertz Grina. 

Nichols, Nohe, and a good many others 
voted in the negative. This plainly showed 
to the outside world that some of the Re- 
publican machine folks in Cook County did 
not want the bill. Revell voted in the nega- 
tive, too. Henry Hertz sat on the floor grin- 
ning. Both the Busses, Fred and Robert, 
nad previously recorded themselves in fa- 
vor of beating the bill. The House was 
pretty quiet while this roll-call progressed 
because everybody realized the importance 
of the measure. Roger Sullivan stood by 
the clerk’s desk keeping tab on the vote. 
Gahan stirred himself around among his 
Vemocratic brethren, apparently trying to 
get votes against the proposition to kill the 
bill. On this proposition the vote stood 
yeas 66 to nays 79, and the motion was lost. 
This put the billion its pins. 

George Miller got the floor and made-a 
strong speech for'the"bill. He explained the 
bill at some length. He said it was intend- 
ed to prevent the selection of delegates be- 
fore primaries and stuffing conventions. He 
said it would give good judges of election, 
raen who are paid for their work and sworn 
to do their duty. He said, moreover, it con- 
fined the list of voters to those who are 
entitled to vote. 

Nohe Gets the Laugh, 

Gus Nohe, who lives up in Lorimer’s dis- 
trict, said that Miller's statement was un- 
questionably true as to his own district, but 
in his (Nohe’s) district they have fair, hon- 
est primaries under the law. Thereupon 
Augustus got the horse laugh and the House 
cheered. Nohe attempted to resume his 
remarks, but the House laughed him down, 
and it was a long while before he was per- 
mitted to resume. Augustus said he knew 
as much about Cook County primaries as 
any man, and Henry Hertz shook his head, 
as much as to say: ‘** You may think you 
do, but you don’t.’’ 

Presently Dave Revell got the floor and 
said that he has as fine a district as any- 
body and that was evidenced by the fact 
that he came here to represent ft. Then 
the House broke into much more of a laugh. 

Needles made a strong speech in favor 
of the measure. He said the country peo- 
ple were just as much interested in the bill 
as the city folks. He said it was impossible 
to get honest primaries in Cook County un- 
der the old law, and for that reason he 
hoped the bill would pass. 

The proposition to table the motion to 
strike out the enacting words was lost by 
an eyelash, and the question recurred on 
the original proposition to strike out the 
vital words of the measure. The Cook Coun- 
ty Republican. machine folks—Busse, Cava- 
nagh, Glade, Kilcourse, Nohe, Nichols, 
Sayler, and in fact, nearly all the North 
Side Republicans—voted in the affirmative; 
while Bartling, Johnson of Whiteside, Mur- 
ray of Clinton, Staudacher, and lots of oth- 
ers voted in the negative. The motion to 
knock out the enacting words was lost by 
a vote of yeas 60 to nays 90. 

MeGoorty Makes Suggestions. 

Mr. McGo6orty wanted to knock out of 
the bill’ the provision allowing the County 
Judge to settle disputes and in support of 
this proposition made quite a speech. He 
said this bill, if it became a law, would make 
the County Judge the supreme autocrat, the 
Poo Bah of the county, and for that reason 
he hoped the provision would be eliminated. 

Then camé more debate in which George 

Miller. defended the. bill. Mr.. Trousdale 
**hoped in God’s name, in the name of de- 
cency and fair elections,’’ the bill would be 
passed. [Great laughter.] Finally the 
previous question was ordered. McGoorty’s 
amendment was defeated on a viva voce 
vote. Schwab demanded a division and 
Mr. Allen granted it. The amendment was 
lost by a vote of 57 yeas to 72 nays. The 
previous question was ordered. Mr. Needles 
then moved the bill be made a special order 
tomorrow at 11 a. m. and on that a roll- 
call was ordered. 
» While this roll-call was being taken Gus 
Nohe moved around among the Republican 
machine and asked them not to vote on the 
proposition. His evident desire was to 
break a quorum, but the Democrats kept 
responding all the time and it was evident 
that Gustus was going to lose the fight. 

The motion to make the bill a special order 
was lost by a vote of yeas 61 to nays &2. 
The bill went into the order of third read- 
ing, where it can be called up tomorrow.

REVELL DENOUNCES MAYOR HARRISON 


| Does 


Not Like His Lobbying for Special 
Assessment BIlr, but It Is Ad- 
vanced, _— 


Springfield, Tll., June 8.—In the House to- 
the Senate bill 
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vent the passage of omnibus local improve- 
ment bills by the City Couzcii, and- would 
therefore better protect the property-owners. 
“* There is more money paid by citizens of 
Chicago in special assessments,” said he, 
“than there is in general taxes. The Judge 
of the County Court states that the special 
assessment system as it now exists amounts 
almost to-confiscation of property. He is in 
favor of this bill.” | 

Mr. Revell declared that the bill was de- 
sired only by a few contractors in ‘‘hicago. 
“It will place the whole matter of local im- 
provements in the hands of the Mayor of 
Chicago ‘and three men to be named by him. 
The Mayor will thus be the whole thing. The 
people of Chicago do not want this bill. It 
is one of the most monopoly-written bills 
I have ever beheld. I am opposed to putting 
any more power in the hands of the Mayor 
of\\Chicago. This will give him as much 
power as the Czar of Russia. [Laughter.] 
I denounce the Mayor of Chicago for coming 
down here and lobbying for thts bill."’ ; 

Mayor Narrison was sitting beside Repre- 
sentative Schwab during this discussion. 

Mr. Selby made the point of order that it 
was improper for Mr. Reveil to call any gen- 
tleman by name\in the course of debate. 

“He is my Mayor,’ retored Mr. Revell, 
. 3 I have a right to name him.’’ (Laygh- 

er. 

The motion to strike out the enacting 
clause was lost—nays, 88; yeas, 35. 

Several amendments were offered, but all 
were voted down, and the ‘bill was ordered 
to third reading. 

Mr. Cochran presented the report from the 
Committee on Rules limiting ail speeches to 
five minutes. The report was adopted. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Sharrock, 
from the Committee on Drainage and Water- 
ways; reported the following joint resotu- 
tion, which was agreel upon by the valley 
people, drainage trustees, and canal com- 
missioners: 

Whereas, In the construction of the channel of 
the Sanitary District of Chicago through the 
City of Joliet material changes may be required 
in the Desplaines River and in the arrangement 
of the Illinois and Michigan Canal; therefore be it, 

Resolved, By the House of Representatives, thea 
Senate concurring therein, that the’ Board of 
Commissioners of the Illinois and Michigan Canal 
are hereby empowered to accept such changes in 
the location and construction of said canal through 
the City of Joliet as may be necessary to accom< 
modate the works of the Sanitary District of 
Chicago and to transfer to said district any lands 
that it may require that are no longer needed for 
State purposes, provided, that said canal as 
changed shall be the equivalent of the present 
canal as nearly as may be, and that the usefulness 
of the same shall not be unnecessarily impaired, 
and that no change shall be made without the ap- 
proval of said Board of Commissioners being first 
had and obtained, and such changes shall be made 
without expense to the State; and, provided, 
further, that due compensation shal) be rendered 
for all property taken in excess of thal restored 
and transferred by said Sanitary District as the 
equivalent of the present canal and its appur- 
tenances. 

Mr. Alschuler offered the following amend- 
ment, which was adopted: 

And, provided further, that where 
lands are and for more than thirty ently. pee 
have been peaceably held and occupied by any 
person or persons under color of title, then for 
the taking of any such lands due com pensation 
shall be made to such person or persons. 

ge resolution as amended was then adopt- 
ed. 

The following bills were passed: 

Senator Munroe’s bill amending the parole law 
and providing among other things that the Board 
of Pardons may parole prisoners. 

The Senate bill (McKinlay’s) amending the act 
in regard to the printing and distribution of bal- 
lots, providing that the judges shall return the 
ballots in canvas instead of paper bags. 

Making appropriations to the University of 
Tilinois made necessary by the defalcation of 
Charlies Spalding, late Treasurer of the institu- 
tion. The bill obligates the State for the en- 
dowment fund of the university, amounting to 
$456,712.91, and provides for the payment of in- 
terest thereon at the rate of 5 per cent. The fol- 
lowing appropriations are made: ‘The sum of 
$25,000 for the payment of interest on said en- 
dowment fund; $48,146.13 to reimburse the un!- 
versity for appropriations due from the late 
Treasurer, Charles W. Spalding, and not. paid in; 
$44,803.25 to reimburse the university for the 
appropriation for the erection of a library build- 
ing; and $5,000 to pay the expenses of legal pro- 
ceedings Instituted by the university. 

In the Senate the committee amendment 
to House bill 218, cutting down the appropri- 
ation of $75,000 to $10,000 for building an 
armory at Chicago for the IYinois National 
Guards, was concurred in. The House 
amendments to the general appropriation 
bill were concurred in. 

The following House bills were passed: 

Avery's, known as the scientific temperance bill; 
Perrottet’s, providing that the warehouses in East 
St. Louis shall be placed under the control of the 
Ralflroad and Warehouse Commiésion; La Monte’s, 
providing that ¢he Election Commissioners of Cook 
County may deputize five clerks to administer the 
oath to judges of election. 

The House resolution relating to the 
drainage canal at Joliet was adopted.

Springfield, Ill., June 3.—The Rev. David 
G. Bradford, Chaplain of the House, opened 
the proceedings of that body this morning 
with the following prayer. 

** Almighty God, we seek thy presence 
and blessing at the beginning of another 
day’s diligent labor. Help us, we pray thee, 
in the discharge of this day's duties. Help 
these men to remember the poor, tax-bur- 
dened people of this great State. Contract, 
we pray thee, the capacious maw of the 
penal, reformatory, charitable, and educa- 
tional institutions of LIllinois. May they 
learn to be content with less money and 
may we who refuse to worship a golden calf 
refuse also to worship gold in any other 
form. Forbid, that any foreigner visiting 
our shores shall ever again have occasion 
to write. 

** Money, money, is all their cry; 
Money's the total] sum. 

Give us money, or else ye die, 
O, let the money come. 

** And we will éver give thee endleegs praise. 
Amen.” 

This prayer was greeted with applause 
and laughter. 


BIG STORE BILL COMES UP TODAY.

Springfield, Ill., June 3.—[Special.]—Repre- 
sentative Nohe called up the anti-depart- 
ment store bill tonight in the House be- 
cause it had been set as a special order for 
today. Representative Johnson of White- 
side made the point of order that consicera- 
tion of the bill was out of order because a 
number of bills had been set down for spe- 
cial hearing at a specified time while the 
anti-department store bill was simply made 
a special order for today. The chair sus- 
tained the point of order and the bill went 
over until tomorrow, its rights as a special 
order being reserved and maintained.. The 
chair held in substance that bills set down 
for special hearing at a specified hour had 
preference over special orders of a general 
nature. 


GIVES COMMISSIONERS MORE . PAY. 


Bill Increasing Salaries of Members 
ot Cook County Election Board 
Goes to Third Reading. 


Springfield, Ill., June 3.—[Special.]—Bills 
of no particular moment kept slipping into 
third .reading in the House tonight and 
others went through like sheaves of wheat 
going through an improved thrashing ma- 
chine. There was one, however, that will 
bring joy to the overworked members of 
the Election Commission of Cook County 
and its Secretary. . It increased the salary of 
the Election Commissioners to $2,500 per 
annum and named the stipend of the Clerk 
at $4,000 per year. This bill was sent to 
third reading after a trivial amendment 
offered by Mr. Thomas of St. Clair. .

MEN WHO WANT SPEAKER'S FAVOR 
CONDONE HIS CONDUCT. 


His Glaring Action Regarding the Allen 

Bill Inexcusable—Selby Is Put in the 
Chair Because He Has Sand to Do 
What Curtis Has Not—Interested 
Persons Gloss Over His Action Be- 
cause They Want Help for Bills— 
Curtis Was a Tool. 


Springfield, Ill, June 3.—[Special.J— 
Speaker Curtis has been almost continuous- 
ly In the chair ever since his return from 
Mammoth Cave. His friends are trying to 
excuse him for allowing Selby to preside 
when the Allen bill came up by saying it 
was his duty as Speaker of the House to 
recognize as temporary Speaker Mr. Selby 
by virtue of his position as chairman of 
the Republican Steering committee. This 
is absolutely ang unqualifiedly false. There 
is not a particlé of truth in the statement. 
Rule 9 of the House says: 

‘*The Speaker shall examine and correct 
the journal before it is read; he shall have 
general direction of the hall; he shall have 
the right to name any member to perform 
the duties of the chair, but such substita- 
tion shall not extend beyond five days after 
adjournment.” 

This is the rule of the House and has 
been so ever since the memory of the oldest 
inhabitant. Curtis. could call Selby to the 
chair if he wanted to, but he could just 
as well have called any other member of 
the House. He put Selby in the chair be- 
cause he well knew Selby was.a friend of 
the Allen bill and because he must have 
known equally well that Sleby would take 
the bit in his teeth In defiance of the rules 
of the House and boost the Allen bill along: 
Curtis knew what he was about all the time. 


Curtis Was a Tool. 


He played the part of a tool just as much 
as Selby did. There was this difference be- 
tween the two men. Selby had the sand to 
do what was réquired. Curtis did not. He 
was just as willing as Selby, but he did not 
have the pluck to stand up and take his 
medicine. When one of the worst bills of 
the session camé along, and it was necessary 
to expedite it, Curtis took to the cave. He 
had a sore tooth or a gumboil, and that is 
the reason he will go down in history as 
** Gumboil Curtis.”’ 

With the session well along toward its 
heels, almost any member who hada gum- 
boil would get it lanced and let it go at that. 
Curtia did not. He flew to Kentucky, taking 
a doctor along with him so as to create the 
impression that he was a very sick man. 
The climate and the surroundings of the 


Mammoth Cave must have agreed with him. 


He arrived at the hole in the ground some 
time on Saturday. He returned to Spring- 
field after some devious measures had been 
advanced on the following Tuesday, as nim- 
ble as a gray squirrel. 

The swelling incident to the bad tooth 
had subsided and Curtis was well again. 
The question now arises, what kind of an 
ailment will come up between this and to- 
morrow, when the Allen bill, as amended, 
comes back to the House? It was curious 
today to see a lot of men swarming about 
the Speaker’s chair and giving htm taffy. 
They wanted recognition for friends on the 
floor, so that they might advance measures 
in which they took interest. 


Want Speaker’s Favor. 


It will be remembered that the Chicago 
Real Estate Board a day or two ago passed 
resolutions condemnatory of the newspa- 
pers in criticising the Speaker and declaring 
the unbounded confidence or that organiza- 
tion in the uprightness and rectitude of Mr. 
Curtis. They did it because they had two 
or three bills pending before this House, 
and they knew full well if they gave the 
Speaker a generous dose of taffy they could 
get their bills along. 

There are three or four of these measures, 
notably two on the question of revenue and 
one a revision of the special assessment law. 
These are very much desired by the Chi- 
cago Real. Estate Board, and that is the 
reason Curtis is receiving so much atten- 
tion. It is whispered in his ear that the 
Chicago papers do not reflect public senti- 
ment at all, and that the people of the State 
are with the Speaker, and that his rulings 
are all right. Men who are fawning around 
Curtis won't speak to him day after tomor- 
row. In order to get something out of him 
they are suppliant before him tonight. Thir- 
ty-six hours from now they won't know him. 
It is more than likely, too, the House will 
avail itself of means at hand in reference to 


the bills these people want. 
His friends Are Pleased. 


Speaker Curtis’ friends are greatly grat- 
ified with the course the Chicago Real Es- 
tate Board has taken. They regard the res- 
olution passed by this organization as a 
tribute of unbounded confidence in the 
Speaker. The resolutions in question will 
doubtless be enrolled and engrossed and 
placed in a gilt frame and sent to the Speak- 
er so that he can keep them for all time. 

But the men who have been here through 
the session and know reasonably well what 
is going on have not been hoodwinked in the 
premises. Curtis put Selby in the chair to 
advance the iniquitous Allen bill. He did 
not have the stamina to do it himself, so he 
substituted Selby. He could just as well 
have put in any other man on the floor of the 
House, but he did not want to. He was 
afraid the bill might get a backset. 


MAHONEY CALLS CURTIS A COWARD. 


Denounces the Speaker While Oleo- 
margarine Bill Is Being Consid- 
ered—Measure Is Passed. 


Springfield, Ill, June 8.—(Special.}~—The 
Senate today concurred in the House 
amendments to the oleomargarine bill, and 
the measure now goes to the Governor tor 
approval or rejection. The bill in effect pre- 
vents the coloring of oleomargarine. It is 
claimed it is a prohibition of the manufac- 
ture of that article and its makers protest 
most bitterly against its enactment. A dele- 
gation of dairymen has been here week after 
week in the interést of the bill, 

Last night the original bill as passed by the 
Senate and amended by the House either 
strayed or was lost or was stolen. Its ab- 
sence was detected and reported to Speaker 
Curtis, who ordered the enrollment and en- 
grossment of a new bill. This was done and 
the bill was put in.a proper wrapper and in- 
dorsed by the Secretary of the Senate and 
the officers of the House. In this shape it 
was sent to the Senate today. Senator Ma- 
honey got the floor and denounced the bill as 
a forgery. The Senator made a very bitter 
speech concerning the measure, endeavoring 
to prevent non-cencurrence in the amend- 
ments thereto by the Senate. . 

Speaker Curtis stood on the floor of th 
Senate out by thedoor. Mahoney espied him 
and facing him denounced him betore the 
crowd of people as a coward and a traitor. 
Mahoney’s words were stinging and cut Cur- 
tis to the quick. But nothing that Senator 
Mahoney nor the enemies of the bill could do 
could prevent the concurrence by the Senate 
in the House amendments. 

Representative Nohe had previously re- 
ported the theft of the bill to the House and 
asked a committee of invéstigation. The 


+ House would not grant Nohe’s request, al- 


though the little man made a valiant fight. 
Curtis turned him down, and that is prob- 
ably the reason Nohe took the floor late in 
the day and went on the warpath after some 
of Curtis’ pet bills. That Augustus Nohe got 
his revenge goes without moving. for he was 
a thorn in Curtis‘ side all afternoon and far 
into the night. =; s ‘

BUCKNER ACCEPTS AN AMENDMENT. 


With a Referendum Clause the House 
ee Advances the South Park 
Driveway Bill. 


Springfield, I1l., June 8.—[Special.]—There 
was a fight for your life in the House this 
afternoon over the bill allowing the South 
Park Commissioners to build a driveway 
along the lake front over submerged lands 
which afe to be reclaimed with rocks from 
the Drainage Canal, The Dill passed the 
Senate-and came over to the House, where 
it met with opposition. Speaker Curtis was 
intensely interested in this measure and ad- 
vanced it from first to second reading by the 
application of his gavel, while fifty men 
were on. the floor demanding the yeas and 
nays. 7 
Albert Glade and a number of them an- 
nounced their determination to vent their 
spleen on the Speaker, and the House got 80 
noisy that Mr. Curtis declared it adjourned 
and fled to his room. He threatened today 
to send it from second to third reading by 
his gavel. His friends were told that in case 
he attempted to do that thing a lot of men 
from both sides of the House would go up 
and kick him out of the chair. This was no 
idle threat, because it came from men like 
Glade. Nohe, Novak, and a lot of others who 
are ready to take part in most any battle that 
presents itself. 

Curtis weakened. The bill came.up and 
then came a fight. Gus Nohe led the battle. 
An amendment was offered by MicGoorty 
requiring the submission of the proposition 
to a vote of the people in the South Park 
district. Major Buckner, who had charge 
of the bill, would not accept this amend- 
ment. The vote of the amendment was 4 
tie, 72 to 72. Curtis used every means in 
his power to get the bill along. His pages, 
Secretary, and confidential friends ran 
their legs off trying to get votes for the bill. 
Nohe got.in a motion to knock out the enact- 


: ing words of the measure, and a cross mo- 


tion to table was proposed. This was lost 
by a vote of yeas 73 to nays 75, or something 
of that sort. It was all up with the bill now 
and Curtis saw it. He couldn't get another 
vote if he traded away all measures on the 
calendar. He had to retreat, so he got Selby 
to make a motion that the House take a re- 
cess until 8 o’clock. This prevailed. 

During the recess the friends of the bill 
patched up a trade by the terms of which 
the bill was to be advanced provided the 
referendum clause was accepted. When 
the House reassembled at 8 o’clock Major 
Puckner accepted the amendment and the 
bill was sent to third reading. It will prob- 
ably go to the Senate now and the amend- 
ment will be concurred in. 

Ferdinand W. Peck of Chicago, who is 
here in charge of the measure, says it is en- 
tirely satisfactory to him and his friends 
in its present condition. He says there will 


“be no delay in the work; that the question 


will be submitted to the voters of the South 
Park district at the spring election. 

Mr. McGoorty offered the amendment at 
the afternoon session that the provisions of 
the act shall not take effect or be in force 
until the same shall have been submitted to 
a vote of the people at the next election. 
Mr. McGoorty spoke in favor of the amend- 
ment. “It is true,” said he, “ that the bill 
does not provide for a tax levy upon the 
people of the southern division of Chicago, 
but this bill does provide in effect that the 
South Park Commissioners shall be vested 
with riparian rights and given title to the 
submerged waters of Lake Michigan.” 

Mr. Buckner spoke against the amend- 
ment. ‘‘ The people,” said he, ** cannot pos- 
sibly object to the filling in of the lake, which 
does not cost them one cent, but which on the 
contrary makes within the great City of 
Chicago a magnificent park, to which the 
poor can go and spend their moments in 
peace and comfort. The bill provides for the 
filling in of only that part of the lake front 
which borders on the park system. It does 
not provide for filling in or making a boule- 
vard. Neither will it cost the people of the 
South Town of Chicago one cent of money. 
The park is to be built by the was«> of the 
drainage canal and to be beautified by the 

oney now in the hands of the Park Com- 
‘Missioners of the South Town of Chicago. 
Ther wam the privilege of filling in that part 
of the lake front lying between Randolph 
street on the north and Park row.-on the 
south, and extending 1,350 feet of the wall 
that is now being built by the government. 
We do not ask for any appropriation from 
the State or for any taxation on the peoplo.”’ 


JURY COMMISSION BILL PASSES. 


House Gives It More than a Two- 
Thirds Vote and It Now Goes 
to the Governor. 


Springfield, Ill., June 3.—[{Special.]—The 
House tonight took up what is known as the 
jury commission bill and put it on its pas- 
sage. The measure received far better than 
a two-thirds vote of the House, and asit was 
not amended in that body will become a law 
so soon as the Governor signsit.

Madrid, June 3.—A Cabinet council was held 
today, the Queen Regent presiding. The re- 
tiring Premier, Sefior Canovas del Castillo, 
made a long statement regarding Cuba, the 

- Philippine Islands, the internal situation, 
and the relations between Spain and the 
United States which led to his resignation. 

Her Majesty declared herself satisfied with 
“the explanation of Sefior Canovas and 
begged him to continue the government 
until the crisis was solved. 

Sefior Canovas, after the council, said the 

- Queen had asked him to telegraph Marshal 
‘Martinez de Campos asking him to come to 

- Madrid and that the latter had replied that 
he would arrive here tomorrow. 

Sefior Canovas added that a solution of 
the crisis will be difficult and will depend 
upon the conferences between the Queen 

t, General Campos, and Sefior Sagas- 
ta, the Liberal leader. It is said the latter 
is prepared to apply extensive reforms to 

ba through the instrumentality of Gen- 
eral Campos, who, it is believed, will shortly 
gucceed General Weyler as Captain General 
of Cuba. 

‘The resignation of the Cabinet and the 
general state of political uneasiness absorb 
public attention. 

The retiring Premier, Sefior Canovas del 
Castillo, in an intetview is quoted as saying 
that not even the members of the Cabinet 
knew of his intention to resign until his 
fesignation had been effected. 

The published statement that the Spanish 
government has received a note from the 
government of the United States disapprov- 
ing of the retention of General Weyler as 
Captain General of Cuba is semiofficially 
denied. 

Canovas Willing to Remain. 
At the council of the Cabinet this evening 


- Canovas, after explaining the various as- 
_ pects of the situation at home and in the 


q ¢olonies, concluded by declaring that, hav- 


ing obtained the sanction of Parliament 
to the bills for the financial needs for the 
next year, he deemed that the time had ar- 
rived to ask the crown either to ratify the 
powers of the ministry or to confide the 
government to other hands. He said he 
had- decided upon this course because he 
could not bow to the impositions of the op- 
position. and because he felt that tters 
had reached a stage where a slightqrecon- 
struction of the Cabinet would-fail to meet 
the demands of the situation. 

He added, however, that ifm the crown 
gtill had confidence in him and in the Con- 
servative party he would not hesitate to 
remain in office and to endeavor to cope 
with the difficulties at home-and in the col- 
onies. 

The Queen Regent formally accepted the 
resignation of the Cabinet and consulted 
with the President of the Chamber, but as 
yet she has not summoned any political

MR. CALHOUN HOW ON THE WAY HOME 


President McKinley’s Special, Repre- 
sentative Takes His Departu 
from Havana. 


Havana, June 3.—The Lee-Congosta com- 
mission was entertained at supper last 
night by: Sefior Congosta and at breakfast 
this morning by Consul General Lee.

The rise was based upon the 
hope that the resignation of the Canovas 
ministry means a speedy termination of 
the Cuban troubles. 


MR. SHERMAN GAYE AWAY A SECRET. 


His Frank Interview Regarding the 
Spanish Crisis Not Liked by 
the President. 


-_-——- 


Washington, D. C., June 3,—[Special.]— 
Secretary Sherman’s unexpectedly frank 
interview in regard to the Cabinet crisis in 
Spain was the subject of widespread com- 
ment among goverrment officials and diplo- 
mats today. Some of the State deparrment 
officials were called into conference at the 
White House and it séems to be gencrally 
understood that the President is not alto- 
gether pleased at the freedom with which 
Secretary Sherman expressed himself. 

There had been until yesterday no official 
admission of the fact that the Spanish gov- 
ernment had in reality offered a distinct 
measure of autonomy. On the other hand 
it was supposed that the proposition came 
from this country and that as yet. it was 
merely a proposition. Secretary Sherman's 
statement makes it clear, however, that 
Minister Canovas had actually outlined to 
the State department an alleged measure 
of widespread reform, giving autonomy to 
the Cubans. According to the Secretary's 
Statement the administration was willing 
to indorse this plan of colonial independ- 
ence, but the insurgents were unwilling to 
accept it. 

It is now said that this was the purpose of 
the-call of Estrada Palma, the Cuban repre- 
sentative, at the State department last 
week. It is also intimated that the rejection 
by the insurgents of the proposed plan of 
autonomy was in effect the real cause of the 
downfall of the Canovas ministry.

On the other hand, there is a general sus- 
picion among those who have studied Span- 
ish diplomatic methods that the “abinet 
crisis in Spain is a cleverly devised trick to 
postpone the settlement of the Cuban ques- 
tion indefinitely. It is said that Prime Min- 
ister Canovas took advantage of the sensa- 
tional quarrel of the Duke’of Tetuan, and that 
whether Canovas of Sagasta finally assumed 
control of the government the excuse will 
promptly be made that the change has upset 
all previous plans and that time must be 
given to formulate a new Cuban policy. The 
fact is pointed out that the Cabinet crisis 
in Spain was simultaneous with the depart- 
ure of Mr. Calhoun from Cuba, and it is more 
than intimated that the two events are 
closely connected. It #s said to be the pur- 
pose of the Spanish leaders of all political 
parties to keep the crisis alive for the ex- 
press purpose of preventing this country 
interfering in Cuba. It is positively known 
to the diplomats here that Sagasta is no 
more favorably disposed to independence in 
Cuba than is Canovas. , 

It seems to be the expectation that Minis- 
ter Canovas will be asked to form a new 
Cabinet by the Queea, and that in this event 
the Duke of Tetuan will be adroitly left out. 
This would furnish an immediate excuse for 
months of delay, for the Spanish government 
could at once inform Secretary Sherman 
that the appointment of a new Minister of 
Foreign Affairs would necessitate a complete 
reconstruction of the Cuban policy, and that 
time must be given to accomplish this.

The insurgent leaders now here in the 


city express great fear lest President Mc- 


Kinley’s administration fall into the lafter 
trap laid by the Spanish diplomats. They 
call attention to the fact that at the con- 
clusion of the seven years’ war Spain made 
a similar promise of carrying out reforms 
which it was said would amount to auton-. 
omy. The peace of Zanjon in 1878 was con- 
cluded on the basis of the grant to the Island ° 
of Cuba of representation in the Spanish 
Cortes. Spain ostensibly carried out her 
promises, but the representation of the 
island was so hedged about with political 
restrictions that it never amounted to any- 
thing, and the abuses in Cuba since 1878 
have been fully equal to any that preceded 
them. It is the belief of the insurgent lead- 
ers that whether Sagasta or Canovas as- 
sumes control at Madrid an effort will be 
made by Spain to utilize the Cabinet crisis 
as the means of delaying action by Presi- 
dent McKinley.

It is belleved that in any event Minister 
de Lome will be recalled before very“ long, 
and this will be an additional reason for 
delay and the beginning of negotiations be- 
tween this country and Spain on an entirely 
new basis.

EMPLOYES’ SCHEME TO ROB UNFOLDS. 


Brandt and Ducherne Said to Have

TALK TERMS OF PEACE. 


TEWFIK PASHA CONFERS WITH 
‘HE AMBASSADORS. | | 


Representatives of the Various Pow- 
ers Meet at Constantinople, but 
Make Comparatively Little Head- 
way—Russia Will Prepare a Plan 
for the Rectification of the Thes- 
salian Frontier While England Will 
Suggest Amount of the Indemnity. 


Constantinople, June 3.—The first? sitting 
of the peace negotiations was held this aft- 
ernoon at the Tophane Palace between the 
Ambassadors of the powers and Tewfik 
Pasha, Turkish Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs. 

No Secretary was present, and the only 
record that will be kept of the proceedings 
was such as each Ambassador will make for 
himself. 

It is understood that the result of three 
hours of deliberation was that Count Nell- 
doff, the Russian Ambassador, will prepare 
a memorandum as to the ratification of the 
frontier; M. Cambon, the French Ambassa- 
dor, a memorandum as to the capitulations 
in the case of Greek subjects in Turkey; and 
Sir Philip Currie, the British Ambassador, a 
memorandum as to indemnity. 


The conference then adjourned to meét 


again on Saturday next to consider these 
memoranda. 
Armistice Has Been Signed. 

Athens, June 4.—Although the armistice 
has been signed in Epirus and Thessaly. a 
special clause stipulates that a meeting of 
the Greek and Turkish delegates shall be 
held today to settle the detalls of the armis- 
tice on the sea. If there should be a fail- 
ure to agree in this matter the whole con- 
vention will be void. 

The Turkish delegates demand that all 
vessels under the Turkish or any neutral 
flag shall be freely admitted to Greek ports, 
thus practically raising the blockade, and 
that on the coast of Macedonia and Epirus 
the Greek fleet shall bé withdrawn beyond 
the range of the guns, on’ Turkey’s under- 
taking that neither troops nor contraband 
of war will be landed. 

The Greek government objects to being de- 
prived of the right of search. In deference 
to the advice of the powers, however, the 
Cabinet will probably yield. 

The armistice is to continue until the con- 
clusion of. the pegce negotiations. In the 
event that these should prove abortive either 
party must give twenty-four hours’ notice 
of an intention to resume hostilities. 

There is a rumior that the government is 
inclined to offer the fleet instead of an in- 
demnity, on the ground that it would be 
impossible for Greece to wage another war 
for at least ten years, and that then the 
vessels would be obsolete. 


Cretan Question in Parliament, 

London, June 3.—Sir Charles Dilke [ad- 
vanced Liberal] raised the Cretan question 
in the House of Commons today by ques- 
tioning the government on the subject. Mr. 
Balfour, in reply, said the recent Mussul- 
man outbursts pere the inevitable outcome 
of the state of anarchy lately prevailing 
in the Island of Crete, and considering the 
provocations and attacks to which the Mo- 
hammedans had been subjected there was 
reason for congratulation that things were 
no worse. The House, he added, need not 
be pessimistic as to the future of Crete; a 
more difficult problem than that, he said, is 
the settlement of the basis of the condi- 
tiéns of peace between Turkey and Greece. 


SMART SKIRMISH IN THE SOUDAN.

Anglo-Egyptian Forces Meet 
Dervishes Near the Fourth Cat- 
aract of the Nile. 


Lendon, June 3.—A dispatch to the Daily 
Mail from Cairo says that a smart skirmish 
has taken place between the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian column and the dervishes at Merawi, 
near the fourth cataract, the most advanced 
post occupied by the Dongola expedition on 
the Nile. Captain Peyton|was severely 
wounded. 

Mcrawi (Meree) is in the great bend of the 
Nile between old Dongola'and the sixth 
cataract, Abu Hammed being at the north 
point of the bend. The expedition has pro- 
ceeded to this point by water and light rail- 
ways, and the original plan was to make a 
flying march across the Bahiuda desert to 
Berber, near the junction of the Atbara with 
the Nile, instead of attempting to pass the 
fourth and fifth cataracts and making the 
entire distance by water.. The Khalifa’s 
forces are concentrated on the eastern side 
of the Bahiuda desert and along the banks 
of the Nile between Berber and Khartoum. 
The main body of the Anglo-Egyptian ex- 
pedition is now at old Dongola, or between 
that point and Merawi, so that the two forces 
are now less than 200 miles apart. 


Agitators Cause Loss of Life. 

London, June 4.—The Vienna correspond- 
ent of the Daily Telegraph says: 

**Great excitement has been caused here 
by the act of a number of Hungarian Chau- 
vinist agitators at Buda-Pesth, who, by 
scandalous scenes and outrages, succeeded 
in driving from the new comedy theater 
there a company from the Burg Theater 
of Vienna. The agitators laid dynamite 
cartridges around the theater and exploded 
them. One person was killed and another 
seriously injured.”’ 


Fenians Not “ Political ” Prisoners. 

London, June 8.—In the House of Com- 
mons today Mr. Dillon, chairman of the 
Irish parliamentary party, asked if the gov- 
ernment proposed to follow the example of 
all civilized natioris upon occasions of great 
national rejoicing and grant amnesty to the 
Irish treason-felony prisoners. Mr. Balfour, 
for the government, denied the relevancy 
of the question, and declared that the pris- 
oners alluded to, in the view of the House, 
did not belong to the classification of polit- 
ical prisoners.

Paris, June 3.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
today Baron des Rotours, protectionist 
Deputy, representing the Fourth District 
of Lille, submitted a motion to raise the 
duties on American products if the United 
States fixes prohibitive duties upon French 
products.

| wiR WHOOPS HEARD IN MONTANA. 


Sheriff Gibb Says the Situation Is 
Grave and Bloodshed May Occur 
at Any Moment. 


Miles City, Mont., June 3.—Sheriff Gibb re~- 
turned last night from the Cheyenne Agency. 
The Indian situation, he says, is very grave 
indeed. He reports 200 or more Indians off 
the reservation and scattered in the hills. 
Their warwhoop can be heard frequently 
and the dancing continues. Old settlers look 
for trouble. 

The Sheriff’s posse, 300 strong, under com- 
mand of Stock Inspector Smith and Captain 
Brown, are now stationed in small numbers 
in and about the settlements near the reser- 
vation to protect the remaining settlers and 
prevent the destroying of property by the 
Indians. Indian Agent Stouch would not de- 
liver the prisoner, Badger, up to the Sheriff 
when called upon to do so, saying he was 
afraid, or he would escort Badger off the 
reservation Friday with troops and deliver 
him to the authorities. 

The Sheriff placed Captain Stouch under 
arrest, but left him at liberty until sum- 
moned by County Attorney Porter. The 
Sheriff also has a warrant for Captain Reid, 
who has charge of the troops from Fort 
Custer located at the reservation. 

It is not known among the Indians in the 
hills that Badger is in the guardhouse. 
When this becomes known and he is re- 
moved from the reservation it is feared the 
Indians will make a break to recover him if 
possible. If this is done there will be great 
loss of life on both sides. The Sheriff 
brought in orders for a large amount of am- 
munition and rifles, and another posse of 
100 or more will be formed and accompany 
him back to the reservation, which he cx- 
pects to reach Thursday night or early 
Friday morning. . 

County Attorney T. J. Porter has received 
orders from Governor Smith that he di- 
rected the Sheriff to take a posse of all 
citizens that can be obtained and exhaust 
all means to secure sufficient posse to en- 
force the service of warrants both on the 
Indian murderers and Indian Agent Stouch, 
and that the militia will be ordered out if 
necessary, saying that the law of Montana 
must be enforced with caution and firmness. 

Captain Reed, commanding the Fort 
Custer soldiers at the reservation, has sent 
a lengthy document for publication, tell- 
ing the families to return, and that they are 
sure to protect both the Indians and the 
white people. This statement is claimed by 
the whites to .be absurd. 

The settlers are mostly old-timers and 
believe they know more about Indians than 
Captain Reed. From a reliable source it is 
learned that settlers:on Otter Creek, east 
of Tongue River, are gathering at the Cir- 
cle Bar ranch and are building a stone fort, 
in which to protect their wives and children 
from the Indians, 

It was learned today that the three In- 
dian runners sent over to the Sioux at Pine 
Ridge, asking help, had returned, bringing 
the report that the Sioux declined to come 
and aid the Cheyennes. ; 

It is claimed that the Indians are supplied 
with government arms and ammunition, and 
that the Indian agent and his subordinates 
are endeavoring to keep the Sheriff and his 
deputies from going upon the reservation, 
which is necessary in order to secure evi- 
dence to convict the murderers when brought 
to trial. This is causing a strong demand 
for the removal of Indian Agent Stouch by 
the authorities at Washington. 

The report that Sheriff Gibbs and four of 
his deputies had been killed is not true. 

A settler brings in the information that 
the Indians attacked a small squad of white 
men on Otter Creek, several shots were ex- 
changed, and the Indians were assisting a 
crippled comrade. It is presumed that one 
of the bullets from the white man’s rifle had 
taken effect. 

Akron, N. Y., June 3.—Dr. 8S. J. Dorland 
of this place has received notice from D. E. 
McCann of Los Angeles, Cal., of the death 
of his two brothers, Benjamin H. and Peter 
M. Dorland, formerly of Oakville, Canada. 
In his letter McCann writes that while the 
party of seven were prospecting for gold on 
Mount Wahsatch they unknowingly crossed 
the line into the Wahsatch Indian Reserva- 
tion and while panning gold they were sur- 
prised by a band of about fifty Indians. 


+ Four of the party were: successful in reach- 


ing their horses, but the other three, being 
farther down the stream, were unable to 
reach theirs and were captured, murdered, 
and scalped. Dr. Dorland Mas telegraphed 
the Chief of Police of Los Angeles-to in- 
vestigate the matter thoroughly.

Coal Miners Decide Not to Inaugurate 
a Strike for the Present at :

Pittsburg, Pa., June 3.—The entire plant of 
Jones & Laughlins was closed down today 
on account of the strike, and 3,500 men are 
now idle. There has been no disorder, but 
> nt aa is payday and trouble is feared 
then. 

There will be no strike of the 23,000 miners 
in this district for the present. This was 
decided at today’s delegate convention. 
Resolutions were adopted, however, de- 
manding a uniform rate of 69 cents per ton 
for mining, but deferring the strike until 
such time as the National Executive Board 
should consider it advisable. 

Springfield, Ill., June 3.—{Special.]—Two 
hundred coal miners from Virden marched 
into Auburn this evening and demanded 
that the men at the Auburn shaft join them 
in resisting a cut of.five cents on the price 
of mining. The Virden men declare they 
cannot make a living under existing condi- 
tions.

Motion to Kill the Bill te Prohibit

Ottawa, Ont., June 3.—[Special.]—There 
was a lively discussion in the Senate today 
on the bill of Sir Oliver Mowat, Minister of 
Justice, to prohibit the exhibition or im- 
portation of kinctoscope pictures of prize 
fights under a penalty of $5,000. A motion 
to kill the bill was rejected by 20 to 16, and 
the opposition Senators then proposed 
amending clauses to prohibit Canadian 
newspapers publishing descriptions of 
fights; to prohibit the entry of foreign 
papers containing them; and to prohibit 
people talking about fights at all. The first 
two amendments were adopted. The pen- 
alty was then reduced to $1,000 and the bill 
reported to the House of Commons. It is 
altogether likely the bill will pass the 
House as amended.

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LEADERS OF TRADE TALK 


MEXICAN DELEGATES TELL WHY 
ENGLAND SUCCEEDS. 


Brasil Sends a Letter to President Mc- 
Kinley Urging Congressional Ac- 
tion to Establish a Line of Steam- 
ers—International System of Bank- 
ing Is Also Suggested in Order to 
Cut Down the Pfofits of British 
Money Dealers. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 3.—The Interna- 
tional Commerce ¢onference held its session 
this morning in the Philadelphia Commcer- 
cial Museum Hall.’ A number of addresses 
were delivered by, foreign delegates, alg of 
which related to the commercial, banking, 
and industral conditions prevailing in the 
respective countries represented by the 
speakers and in all of which Suggestions 
were embodied looking to the increase of 
traffic with the United States. 

Eberoda Hegerwitch, delegate from the 
Chamber of Commerce’ of the City of Mex- 
ico, said that Mexico obtained the greater 
porton of.its supplies from Europe. He 
stated that one important fact which led to 
this was that European manyfacturers and 
dealers gave from six to nine months’ credit 
to the Mexican buyers and were also liberal 
in their extension of credit. He said there 
were no cash transactions in Mexico as 
there are in this country. He said the laws 
of Mexico gave strong protection to cred- 
itors, and he suggested that American man- 
ufacturers should make a study of the credit 
question in Mexico.. He wws certaip they 
would find it ddvantageous. and profitable 
to increase their trade in that country. He 
also added, with other things equal, the Mex- 
icans would prefer the excellent manufact- 
ures of America to those of Europe, which 
are now generally used there. 


Why Great Britain Controls. 


Mr. Robertson [Mexico] said in the course 
of an address that the reason her Majesty's 
United Kingdom controls so much of the 
trade of the various countries is because she 
subsidizes steamship lines and sends her 
emissaries of trade to the remotest parts of 
the earth'and says: ‘‘I want to buy what 
you have to sell, and want to sell you some- 
thing. I am asking you to take it home in 
my own ship.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Robertson said: ‘ The 
products of the Central and South American 
States will never be brought here until you 
provide some way to transport that which 
you wish to sell and provide some way to 
bring back that which your neighbors 
through the South have to sell. They want 
to buy Trom you and théy want to inter- 
change their products.’’ : 

Captain Graca [Rio Janeiro] stated that at 
the banquet last night he had presented 4 
somewhat lengthy letter to President Mc- 
Kinley and that distinguished gentleman 
had informed him he would forward a reply 
as early as possible. A copy of the letter 
was read to the conference today. 

Steamship Lines Needed. 

A portion of the letter is as follows: 

‘* It is.our hope that your government will 
endeavor to develop by means of Congres- 
sional action a system of navigation between 
our countries, which in the past years has 
been so sadly neglected, and for which 
everything is ready in both countries ex- 
cept the practical means to carry them out. 
In fact, I may say that people in both our 
great countries are suffering for the want 
of practical means of navigation which is 
to connect them, and only needs the stamp 
which can be had by legislation, the details 
of which .I propose to present to our gov- 
ernment at an early date.’’ 

He added: “It is also my intention to 
propose a plan for the establishment of an 
international banking system between your 
great country and ours which will enable 
us to do business with each other without 
being compelled to pay a commission to En- 
gland, which is the case at present. I have 
plans by which the banking system can 
easily be made practieable and mutually 
profitable, and it would be very wrong in- 
deed if we were not able to carry them out. 
The very greatest financiers have assured 
me that an immense business can be done 
in a direct way between our two countries, 
and I already can assure you that some of 
the most solid banking houses of both coun- 
tries are ready to go into the American- 
Brazilian international company.” ©

MENACED BY THE GREAT CITIES. 


The Rev. Washington Choate Says 
There Is Need for the Nation in 
Home Missions. 


Saratoga, N. Y., June 3.—The first paper 
at this morning's session of the Congrega- 
tional Home Missionary soclety -was read 
by the Secretary, the Rev. Washington 
Choate, D. D., of New York. It was enti- 
tled, ‘‘ Fixed Factors in Home Missions.”’

We cannot very well com- 
bine both these plans on the same field, but 
we are trying to make a judicious selection.’’ 


JOWA PROSECUTOR WRITES TO TANNER 


Attorney Hitcheéck Comments Upon 
Refusal to Extradite Alleged 
Bucket Shop Operators. 


A. K. Hitchcock, attorney for Tama Coun- 
ty, lIa.,. whence came the indictments of 
William R. Henning, Thomas Gibson, Oliver 
Stratton, and William F. Chandler of the 
Equitable Produce and Stock Exchange, 
Chicago, has written a letter to Governor 
Tanner, in view of the latter’s refusal to 
honor the requisition made by Governor 
Drake of lowa. Mr. Hitchcock demands 
further reasons than those already assigned 
by the Illinois executive for refusing to give 
up the men charged with carrying on a 
bucket shop business, and makes a number 
of caustic comments upon Governor Tan- 
ner’s course.

Tanner that the men in- 
dicted had not been in Iowa for eight years 
is contrary to evidence we could have fur- 
nished him had he given any one but the 
prisoners’ counsel a chance to be heard.” 


SEEKS THE HOSPITAL ONLY TO DIE. 


Edna Burrett Expires in a Gounty 
Ward—Dr. Bullen Reports Case 
to the Coroner. 


Edna Burrett, 21 years old, 133 North 
Clark street, died suddenly in the County 
Hospital Wednesday night and the case 
was reported to the Coroner. She had been 
in the hospital only six hours. 

When she entered the institution Dr. F. W. 
Bullen examined her and found her to be 
afflicted with tuberculosis. The physician 
said last night that when he examined her 
there were no signs of imminent death. In 
fact, he said, she was sitting up in her bed 
one-half hour before she died. 

He explained further that he refused to 
issue a death certificate and reported to the 
Coroner Tecause that was the usual mode 
of procedure in the hospital in the case of 
sudden deaths of patients with whose cases 
the physicians are unfamiliar.

One of the features that will be impressed 
upon the foreign delegates to the Postal 
Congress during their trip West will be the 
ease and facility with which the mails are 
transported in this country.

TILLMAN SAYS HE MEANS BUSINESS. 


Does Not Propose to Have the Sugar 
Trust Scandal Investigation 
Throttled. 


Washington, D, C., June 3.—Senator Till- 
man of South Carolina gave the Senate an- 
other hour of controversy over the proposed 
sugar investigation today. He defended 
himself from published charges relative to 
his administration of the Governorship of 
South Carolina, and then moved that the 
committee having charge of the sugar reso- 
-lution be discharged from further considera- 
tion of it, thus bringing the subject directly 
before the Senate. 

Mr. Gallinger secured recognition for a 
statement of the attitude of the committee. 
“ Every man in public life feels the sting 
of false charges,’ he said, *‘ and must the 
Senate pause every time such accusations 
are brought, to spend its time and the money 
of the United States in pursuing these 
charges? If that is to be the case, then 
egy will never be a tariff bill or any other 

ill.”’ i 

As for himself, Mr. Gallinger said he would 
decline to enter into an inquiry as to the 
character of the Senator from South Caro- 
lina or of any other member of the Senate. 
In its own good time and after the resolu- 
tion had been carefully examined, there 
would be a report to the Senate. 


Vest Recalls a Precedent. 


Here Mr. Vest suggested that there was a 
precedent for ignoring charges against the 
personal character of a Senator. He re- 
ferred to the attitude of Senator Thurman 
when an investigation was proposed against 
one of his associates. He had held that the 
courts were open for private redress and 
that it was not for the Senate to undertake 
to right a private wrong. 

Mr. Tillman said his resolution simply 
sought to determine whether the Finance 
committee was the creature of the sugar 
trust, whether Senators were the “ tools 
and paid agents of the sugar trust,’ or 
whether they were here performing their 
duties as honorable men. 

Mr. Gallinger said the people of each Sen- 
ator’s State must pass upon his character. 
Intimations and vague charges had been 
made against the members of the Finance 
committee and against the Senator from 
New Jersey [Smith]. Those who knew these 
Senators needed no investigation to show 
that the charges were false. 

The Senator from Rhode Island [Aldrich], 
a leader of the Finance committee, had risen 
and had made a complete and sweeping de- 
nial to the Senate. So that, declared the 
Senator, it is the word of Nelson W. Aldrich 
against that of the correspondent of a New 
York newspaper. Which was the Senate to 
accept? Was there to be a moment’s hesi- 
tation in accepting the statement of Mr. 
Aldrich? 

A Pointed Question. 


“Can Senator Aldrich and the committee 
deny a hearing?’’ queried Mr. Tillman, 
‘‘ when the paper making the charge offered 
to appear and prove the charge?’ 

Mr. Gallinger said this investigation of 

arges might go on indefinitely. Suppose 

nother paper made another charge. Must 
ithe Senate start an investigation of that 
charge? 

Mr. Tillman was still standing at his desk 
and hurled back the answer: “If these 
charges are false then it is time to stop the 
lies spread before the public, this slander of 
ink, and to punish the men guilty of the 
falsehood and until you do so you stand 
convicted before the American people.”’ 

The time had not arrived, Mr. Gallinger 
proceeded calmly, when the American press 
was to be muzzled in the manner suggested 
by the Senator from South Carolina. 

Mr. Gallinger:closed with an earnest pro- 
test against “ railroading” the resolution 
out of the committee in defiance of precedent 
and the usual courtesy prevailing. 


“Cancused at Dinner.” 


Mr. Tillman said he had seen that the 
Republican Senators had ‘ caucused at a 
dinner’’ and had decided not to support 
this investigation. Was this another lie? 
The Democratic Senators, also, were said 
to be opposed to investigation. ‘ But,’ he 
added, turning to his associates, ‘‘if there 
is rascality we ought to know it.

| Vice President Sherman Does Not Ap-- 
pear and It Is Announced the Cane. 


Will Be Held Open Till He Does— 


Evidence of Discrimination as Be- 


tween Chicago and Omaha—Effect 
of Brewer’s Decision—Grain Ship- 
pers’ Affairs Are Heard. 


The investigation before the Interstate 
Commerce commission yesterday showed 
clearly why General Solicitor Brown of the 
Alton made such a bitter attack upon the 

Chicago Live Stock Exchange and moved 
to dismiss the case on the ground that the 

exchange had no legal existence. Questions 

propounded by C..A. Prouty, the new com- 
missioner, to vafiqus witnesses left no room 
‘for doubt that the commissioner felt that 
the Chicago roads were practicing discrim- 
ination against this city by levying a $2 
terminal and switching charge here, while 
at Omaha, where the same conditions pre- 
vail, no such charge is exacted by the rail- 


lf the commission concludes that discrim- 
ination is being practiced it has the power to 
stop it. In the recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the Southern rate 
case Justice Brewer expressly stated that 
the commission could stop discrimination 
between persons or pleces. 

Vice President Sherman Missed. 

A strong effort was made to get at the 
inside workings of the Union Stock-Yards, 
but nothing of interest was elicited. The 
subordinate officials of the Union Stock- 
Yards company claimed to have no direct 
knowledge of the affairs of the company 
and its relations with the. railroads. All 
such information, they asserted, was pos- 
sessed exclusively by Vice-President Sher- 
man, and his whereabouts could not be as- 
certained. 


The commission said it would hold the 
case open till Mr. Sherman could be found. 

On the ground that the Union Stock- 
Yards and Transit company is exclusively 
an Illinois corporation, confined to business 
jn Cook County, its attorneys questioned 
the right of the commission to include its 
officers in the investigation of the $2 switch 
charges. 

Chairman Morrison informed Attorney 
‘Babcock that inasmuch as the company did 
an interstate commerce business in connec- 
tion with other railroads it was under the 
jurisdiction of the commission. 

Attorney Robert Dunlop, for the Santa 
Fé railroad, objected to the jurisdiction of 
the commission on the switching charge 
question so far as his road was concerned, 
«maintaining that the issue had been ad-

NORTHWESTERN EARNINGS DECREASE. 


Annual Meeting Held Yesterday—Di- 
rectors and Officers Elected for 
Ensuing Year. 


Results of operation of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway for the fiscal year 
ending May 31, 1897, were not as favorable 
as was expected. Had it not been for the 
large curtailment of expenses the decrease 
in net earnings would have run up into the 
millions. Even as it was, net earnings de- 
creased $758,041. The decrease in gross 
earnings as compared with those of last 
year amounted to $2,508,506. Yet earnings 
were sufficient to pay dividends of 7 per 
cent on preferred stock and 5 per cent on the 
common stock, besides leaving a surplus to 
be applied to future dividends, if found nec- 
essary, of $1,170,271. In view of these facts 
the directors were fully justified in declar- 
ing the usual 1% per cent quarterly divi- 
dend on preferred stock and a semi-annual 
dividend of 2% per cent on common stock.

New York, June 3.—The Chamber of Com- 
merce adopted a resolution today recogniz- 
ing ‘** the importance of an early enactment 
of a proper pooling bill, so that railroads may 
exercise the right which all other corpora- 
tions and citizens enjoy to make contracts 
with each other.”’ Another resolution adopt- 
ed declares that “* The feature of imprison- 
ment for infractions of the interstate com- 
merce law is calculated to defeat its object 
of equality in rates, for the reason that rail- 
road officers and shippers will hesitate to in- 
criminate their fellows, but will not hesitate 
to complain of a corporation liable only to 
@ pecuniary penalty.’’

SENDS $1,400 TO LUETGERT 


CHRISTINA FELD SHOWS sHE 
HAS NOT FORGOTTEN HIM. 


Mary Simerling Takes Money to the 
Jail with a Néte—Guards Intercept 
the Package—She Tells the Grand 
Jury—Prisoner’s Widowed Friend 
Said to Have Told Her Gossips She 
Would Be Married When “Obstacle 
Was Removed.” 


A bit of interesting romance came to light 
yesterday in the Luetgert case which shows 
that even though the man may be in jail 
charged with wife murder, he still has a 
warm friend in the person of Mrs. Christina 
Feld, a well-to-do widow, now living in his 
house. Indeed, she seems willing to sacri- 
fice a good share of her modest fortune ii 
thereby she- may see Luetgert restored to 
liberty. 

Yesterday afternoon Mary Simerling, a 
domestic in the employ of Luetgert, came 
to the County Jail and asked for permission 
to see the imprisoned man. Unfortunately 
for her the hour for allowing visitors to 
enter the jail had passed. When she was 
so informed she produced a small package, 
scarcely larger than her folded hands, and 
requested the doorkeeper to hand it to 
Luetgert together with a note, which she 
had already prepared, 

Thinking the package contained only a 
trifling luxury, such as are sent into the jall 
constantly by loving friends on the outside, 
the guard took it carelessly and tossed it to 
another guard farther on towards the cell- 
room. At this Mary Simerling nearly 
jumped out of her shoes. 

“ There’s Money in It.’’ 

“Don’t throw that about,”’ she cried al- 
most frantically. ‘* There is money in it.’”’ 

Jailer Whitman heard of the package and 
he instituted an investigation. It was turned 
over to him and the money counted. It.was 
found to be $1,400 in currency. lLuetgert 
was then called into.the jailer’s office and 
informed of the contents of the package in- 
tended for him. He received it with beam- 
ing countenance. 

At this time it was a mystery where the 
money had come from. It has been gener- 
ally known, upon th> authority of Luet- 
gert’s attorneys, that he has had little 
ready money since the beginning of his re- 
cent financial troubles, and that, in fact, 
Attorney Vincent, who has supreme confi- 
dence in the innocence of his client, has had 
to advance most of the money needed for 
carrying on the preliminary investigations 
of the defense. Only a few days ago Attor- 
ney Vincent remarked that he had received 
but $100 from his client since the commence- 
ment of the present prosecution. 

Luetgert Knew the Sender. 

But Luetgert himself knew who had thus 
sent him timely assistance. Perhaps he had 
received some hint of it beforehand, but it 
may have been that the rote of Mary Sim- 
erling had told hime who it was. Butit was 
not until Mary Simerling was taken before 
the grand jury to testify in the pending in- 
vestigation that the source of information 
was pricked for the benefit of the public. 

She had brought the money, she said, from 
Mrs. Christiana Feld. She had hoped to 
place it herself in Luetgert’s hands, but in 
this she was not successful, and for no fault 
of her own that she could see. 

It is said that the State feels some grim 
satisfaction if the discovery of facts such 
as these to indicate the relations which they 
have bélieved all along existed between 
Luetgert and his neighbor, the Widow Feld. 
But that is another story which will come 
out on the witness stand. 

It is remembered that Mrs. Feld has been 
a warm friend of Luetgert for some time 
past. She has also told her intimates that 
she was soon to be married, but she could 
not tell them to whom. There was some- 
thing in the way, she said—‘*' an obstacle, 
but it would soon be removed; and then she 
would be married.”’ 

This is not the first time Luetgert has 
been placed under financial obligations by 
Mrs. Feld. He borrowed $3,000 from her re- 
cently on a real estate deal. And Mrs, 
Feld has not always been regarded as a 
generous woman in monetary matters. 

However, there have been exceptions, 
when she spent money with a lavish hand. 
On the night of May 1, on which Mrs. Luet- 
gert disappeared, she attended a dance in 
the neighborhood and astonished all her 
friends with her almost profligate extrav- 
agance. She spent as much as $5 in “ set- 
ting up’ beer for her German friends. 

Before the Grand Jury. 

The police had been trying unavailingly for 
some time to get Mary Simerling to come 
again before them, but she has been an 
unwilling witness for the State since she 
realized her testimony was injuring Luet- 
gert. When it was learned yesterday that 
she was at the jail a subpeena was hastily 
made out for her, and without further cere- 
mony she was ushered before’ the grand 
jury. The story was different from all 
that she has previously said; but the police 
seem to be well satisfied with her present 
relations to the case. 

The only other witnesses &@mined yes- 
terday were Professor Mark Delafontaine, 
Agatha Tosch, and D. D. Clark, a salesman 
for- Lord, Owens & Co., from whom Luet- 
gert is said to have purchased the 375 
peunds of crude potash used in destroying 
the woman’s body in the cellar vat. 

The case will be continued by the grand 
jury today at 10:30 o’clock; and it is the be- 
lief of the State that a vote will be reached 
on the indictment some time this after- 
noon.

Dr. Keens of Chicago Delivers an Ad- 
dress to His Fellow Workers 
on “ Surgery.” 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 3.—[Special.]—At 
today’s session of the Medical Congress 
Dr. Keen of Chicago delivered an address 
on ** Surgery.”’

Forty years ago 
there were but few text books on medicine 
and surgery, whereas today there is an over- 
abundance of thoroughly trustworthy and 
reliable works.

The progress of the last half cen- 
tury has vouched almost magical, nay, al- 
most divine, power to surgical operations of

Surgery is the same all 
the world over; no instruments, special op- 
erations, or treatments are patented, but 
every treatment and appliance is placed

MARKET FOR CABLES. 


Sales of Nearly 5,000 Shares Are Made 
with Strength at the Close—Activity 
Is Due to News from Springtield— 
Chicago Gas Is Also Active—B. E. 
Tilden Elected President of the Ma-

HE success of the 
amended Alien bill 
in the Senate yester- 
day caused West 
Chicago to advance 
to 97% and made the 
liveliest market for 
that stock the Chi- 
cago Stock Ex- 
change has seen in 
some time. At the 
highest point, yes- 
serday, however, it 
was nearly 10 points 
beiow the high quo- 
Nation of two months ago, when the orig- 
‘inal Humphrey bill passed the Senate. At 
that time West Chieago sold above 107. 
Total sales of West Chicago yesterday 
amounted to 4,044 shares. It was like the 
old days on the Stock Exchange to see the 
sort of transactions that were made toward 
the close of the day’s trading. There was 
jone sale of 500 shares at 97, which was the 
biggest sale of stock that has been made 
in a single transaction since the time of 
the speculation in Diamond Match and 
New York Biscuit. There was another sale 
of 250 shares, one of 150 shares,.and eleven 

sales, each of which was 100 shares. 

When the stock started to sell up yester- 
day morning on thfe news from Springfield 
of the favorable ‘attitude of the Senate 
toward the Alien bill there was some little 
attempt made to stop the movement and to 
force prices off. The opening was at 97%, 
‘and on the fourth sale it advanced to 97%. 
‘That’ was the high quotation of the day, 
and later in the day’s trading it sold off 
to 96% account and 96% regular. The quo- 
tations were confined to a narrow limit for 
the most of the trading. There were only 
a few sales made at less than 97, and at the 
close, aside from the one sale of 500 shares, 
there were sales of 1,000 shares in lots of 
50 and 100 shares each, all at 97. These 
were made in the last five minutes that the 
exchange was open. 

The news from Springfield had an effect 
upon the other cable stocks, causing quo- 
tatiohs to advance, but it failed to make 
sales heavy. North Chicago opened at 215 
and advanced to 218%, with the last two 
gales at 216%. City Railway sold at 225, ex- 
cept for the first sale, which was at 225. 


Activity in Chicago Gas. 


Early in the day the.story was told that 
Governor Tanner had signed the gas consoli- 
dation bill and it was heralded in brokers’ 
offices, both in Chicago and New York. It 
resulted in a good deal of activity in Chicago 
Gas, which opened at 85% and, after selling 
off to 85%, advanced to 87. The close de- 
- veloped some weakness. The last quotation 
of the day being 85%, only 4 point above the 
closing quotation of the day. The 
interview with C. K. G. Billings regarding 
proposed reduction in expenses had perhaps 
as much as anything else to do with the ad- 
vance. Some were skeptical as to the ad- 
vantages to be obtained from the provisions 
of the measure. Mr. Billings yesterday esti- 
mated a saving of 1% per cent in the ex- 
‘penses through a consolidation of the com- 
panies'into a single corporation. 
There has. been a good deal said about the 
new frontage bill cutting off any future 
opposition’ to the Chicago gas companies. 
“The frontage bill will make it almost impos- 
sible for a new corporation to come into the 
field and -secure a franchise. The Chicago 
Gas company, however, is likely to have op- 
position from existing companies unless 
there should be a combination effected. 
There are three companies opposed to the 
Chieago Gas company. .There is the Mutual 
Fuel of Hyde Park, the Universal, and the 
Ogden Gas company. The Mutual Fuel and 
the Universal are practically owned by the 
same people. The Universal has the most 
modern plant for making gas in the United 
States, and it is claimed can produce gas for 
Jess than any other company in this country. 
it has been said on a good many occasions 
the Chicago Gas company had arranged 
‘with the Universal to take its entire output. 
This, however, is denied by officers of both 
corporations. The Universal, if it should lay 
_ mains through the streets of Chicago, would 

Prove a strong competitor to the Chicago 
Gas company. The Ogden company has 
Proven aggressive in a small way ang it 
may become more formidable in the future.

The advances 
in other futures were not quite so 
sensational, December being up 144d and 
September 144d. The sudden development 
of strength in the Liverpool market, which 
has been responding promptly to the weak- 
ness on this side, was puzzling to the trade. 
The private cables explained that the 
strength was due to the covering by shorts, 
but this as an explanation was anything 
but satisfactory. The people who are bull- 
ish on the market attributed the strength 
abroad to tardy recognition of the scarcity 
of wheat supplies everywhere. The Brit- 
ish markets ar® running on much shorter 
stocks of wheat than are usually carried 
and might be supposed in consequence to 
be easily influenced by considerations of 
unfavorable weather or cash demand. On 
the other hand, the bears argue that the 
advance in Liverpool is simply a rally due 
to the covering by shorts in anticipation of 
the Whitsuntide holidays. They claim that 
the advance, if it had been due to other 
than purely speculative reasons, was suffi- 
cient to have insured a large export busi- 
ness. Business of this character was not 
heavy, although there was probably some 
reselling of wheat bought at lower prices 
on Wednesday. Continental markets were 
not significant. Paris was 10 to 20 centimes 
lower, but Antwerp and Berlin were easy. 


Exports of Wheat Heavy. 


The heavy clearances made a factor favor- 
able to holders. Exports of wheat and flour 
were equivalent to 531,000 bu, against pri- 
mary receipts of 398,000 bu. The clearances 
of the week are sure to make an excellent 
showirg. Northwestern receipts were 358 
cars, against 404 a week ago and 427 a year 
ago. ‘Ihe Price Current summary was bear- 
ish if anything in its reference to spring 
wheat prospects. The speculative market 
was quiet during the greater part of the day 
and the extreme high price of July was ic 
above the closing price of the previous day. 
The opening and closing figures were about 
the same, the advance being lost on fairly 
liberal selling by the Barrett contingent. 
Local receipts of wheat were 8 cars, with 
35,000 bu inspected out of store. The local 
cash business was figured at 51,000 bu. No. 
1 Northern was quotable at 3c over July, 
and No. 2 spring at a premium ef from ec 
to 2c:

Coarse Grains Strong. 


Corn was a strong market throughout the 
day and made a range of %c.

BRANCHES OF THE IRON INDUSTRY 
SHOWING MORE ACTIVITY. . 


Several Good Sized Orders Placed Re- 
cently and the Inquiry Still Contin- 
uing—Furnaces in Blast and Every- 
thing Looking Prosperous—Steel 
Rail Order Placed Here for a Road 
in Corea—Slight Decline in Struct- 
ural Material—Coal Trade Quiet. 


Business is looking up a little in the West- 
ern iron market, the improved conditions 
being shown by free purchases of pig 
iron which will not go into consump- 
next year. During the last 
week large consumers have been quite 
active in this line. Contracts closed 
last week include about 30,000 tons, 
the bulk of it being Northern iron. These 
contracts run from July to July. One of 
them sas for 13,000 tons. Ruling prices for 
No. 2 Northrn foundry are $10.25@10.75 and 
for Southern $9.75@10.00. The inquiry on 
the part of consumers is still going on and 
it is considered altogether likely that fur- 
ther contracts will be closed at an early 
day. There is something ofa scarcity of 
No. 1 soft Southern, but other grades are in 
good supply. The division of tonnage be- 
tween Northern ‘and Southern furnaces has 
been about two-thirds in favor of Northern. 
As compared with the amount of business 
being done a month or so ago the present 
volume of trade shows a decided improve- 
ment. There has been a steady increase 
ever since May 1. Not only are new orders 
in larger volume, but shipments are being 
hurried forward on old contracts. Twe fur- 
naces in this territory, the Iroquois and one 
at North Works of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany, are in blast on foundry iron and an- 
other. is expected to go in at Bay View 
within a week or'ten days. Local stocks of 
foundry pig iron are lighter than they have 
been for a long time past, and shipments 
exceed the production of the two furnaces 
now in blast. The market seems to be firm- 
er since the large sales have been made, al- 
though it is not expected that any advances 
in prices will be made in the near future.

DAMAGE STORIES NOT CONFIRMED. 


Dealers Not So Sure Michigan Peach 
Crop Is Badly Hart. 


Among the South Water street merchants who 
are in correspondence with Michigan peach grow- 
ers the general telegraphic reports that peaches 
have received a.material set-back by the cold 
weather are not given much credence. It is ad- 
mitted the crop may be a little later than ordinary 
in maturing, but that any appreciable damage 
has been done by either frosts or continued low 
temperature is not believed in sources which are 
presumably well posted. ‘‘ We have had letters 
right along from owners of big orchards,”’ said 
one receiver, ‘‘and up to this time there has been 
no complaint. Many of the growers have been 
rather enthusiastic on the subject of a finer crop 
of larger peaches than were raised last year. The 
fruit.is all along been supposed to have been helped 
by the natural thinning-out process, which took 
place early in the spring, and from the best judg- 
ment I can form I think the returns from Michigan 
trees will be satisfactory in every respect.’’ 

There were about 35 cars of berries on the mar- 
ket yesterday and the demand for them was ex- 
cellent on both local and shipping account.
